Singleton looked for $69, having just 
had his pay check cashed. The money 
was gone. _ accused St. Clair of 
taking it.

Record Set by 


Only 752 of 15,000 to 
Stop Studies. 


Of the 15,000 pupils who will be 
graduated from the public elementary 
schools next week, af] but 752 have 
signified their intention of continuing 
their education either in the Chicago 
High schools or elsewhere. 

Board of education members pro- 
nounced this the “greatest forward 
step in education in the public 
schools.” 

More than 11,000 grammar school 
graduates signified their intention. of 
entering the high schools in Chicago, 
3,874 selecting the two year course 
and 7,422 electing to enter the four 
year course. The remainder indicated 
they would enter private schools, busi- 
ness colleges, parochial high schools, 
or were moving to other cities, where 
they would enter the high schools.

Others said they would enter the 
Chicago high schools, but were unde- 
cided as to what course to select. Only 
752 indicated outright they would seek 
employment. 

In the four year ‘high school course 
the general or academic curriculum 
still leads with an enrollment of 2,762. 
The next two in line are the commer- 
cial and technical courses, with 1,349 
and 1,394, respectively, enrolled. Gen- 
era] science, household economics, art, 
architecture, pharmacy, engineering, 
and mechanical drawing were next, 
in the order named. 

Out of 3,874 enrolling in the two 
year vocational high school course, 
1,096 selected industrial courses. The 
remainder selected commercial courses, 
with more than half enrolling in the 
stenographic department.

this information was started by Supt.

The data were obtained and compiled 
by Miss Anne Davis, director of voca- 
tional guidance. 

Prospective graduates were fur- 
nished a pamphlet outlining the 
courses of study in the high schools. 
Then, with the aid of his or her par- 
ents, the pupil filled out a card signi- 
fying his or her intentions. 

This practically is the same pro- 
gram that will be mapped out for se 
lecting courses of study in the new 
junior high echools, which havegbeen 
the target of objectors. 

In addition to the 15,000 elementary 
school graduates, nearly 6,000 will re- 
ceive diplomas in the high schools. 
This includes 3,700 from the four year 
high schools, 2,000 from the two year 
high schools, 140 from the junior col- 
lege, and 115 from the five month 
business course.
